Races down to the wire 

Parties battle it out to claim supremacy in HRM area

As Election Day strikes in 
Nova Scotia today party 
sources say about a half 
dozen of the 18 ridings in 
the Halifax Regional 
Municipality are tightly 
contested and could 
change hands. 

Yesterday the Liberals 
brought out the big guns in 
hockey legend and federal 
MP Ken Dryden to cam¬ 
paign with Diana Whalen 
in Clayton Park. Whalen 
beat NDP candidate Linda 
Power by less than 400 
votes last election and des¬ 
perately wants to hold onto 
that seat. Power is again 
running for the NDP. 

Bedford-Birch Cove is per¬ 
haps the toughest dogfight. 
Progressive Conservative 
cabinet minister Len 
Goucher is trying to hold on 
against Liberal Kelly Regan, 
wife of federal MP Geoff Re¬ 
gan. 

Both parties have invest¬ 
ed huge amounts of re¬ 
sources into winning the 
riding. 

The Liberals are hoping 


to steal at least one current 
NDP seat between Dart¬ 
mouth North and Dart¬ 
mouth East, party sources 
said yesterday. To do the job 
they’ve dispatched two city 
councillors — Jim Smith in 
Dartmouth North and An¬ 
drew Younger in Dart¬ 
mouth East. 

Given the strong tide of 
NDP support it will be 
tough to unseat either in¬ 
cumbent. But of the two, 
Younger likely has the best 


shot. 

If the Liberals can steal 
one Dartmouth seat, take 
down Goucher in Bedford 
and hold on everywhere 
else in HRM, Liberal sources 
say, they would be happy. 

Meanwhile the NDP are 
looking to take down two 
cabinet ministers — Barry 
Barnet in Hammonds 
Plains-Upper Saclcville and 
Bill Doolcs in Eastern Shore. 

One campaign member 
said they’ve also got a cou¬ 


ple Liberal seats within 
reach between Whalen in 
Clayton Park and perhaps 
Keith Colwell in Preston. 

For the Tories there is 
some hope that Progressive 
Conservative candidate Ted 
Larsen can take down the 
NDP’s Leonard Preyra in 
Halifax Atlantic. But Preyra 
managed to beat a very for¬ 
midable opponent in 2006 
in Bill Black, so NDP sup¬ 
port in the area may be too 
strong to overcome.

sent a man to hospital in 
serious condition. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said yester¬ 


day officers took the sus¬ 
pect into custody at his 
Halifax home Friday night. 

“In speaking with wit¬ 
nesses, (the investigators) 
were able to identify a sus¬ 
pect,” he said. 

The incident occurred 
outside a shopping com¬ 
plex at 930 Bedford High¬ 
way last Tuesday night. 

Police said a 20-year-old 


man was in his car outside 
a Tim Hortons when a 
group of people, including 
the suspect, showed up in 
another vehicle just after 
9:30 p.m. The suspect then 
allegedly started a staring 
contest with the victim, 
which quickly escalated in¬ 
to the stabbing, police said. 

Chris Hansen, spokes¬ 
woman for the Nova Scotia 


Public Prosecution Service, 
said the teenager was ini¬ 
tially supposed to be in 
Halifax youth court yester¬ 
day for a show cause hear¬ 
ing on charges of attempt¬ 
ed murder, robbery and 
possession of a weapon.

World’s tiniest teachers honoured 


Babies help teach kids about 
caring in empathy program

The “littlest teachers in 
the world” were thanked 
yesterday afternoon dur¬ 
ing a ceremony at Inglis 
Street Elementary School 
in Halifax. 

The teachers, clad in iden¬ 
tical white T-shirts, crawled 
around on green blankets 
on the middle of the gym 
floor. Their parents looked 
on proudly and snapped 
photos while they played 
with toys during the event. 

It was a celebration for 
the babies, who participat¬ 
ed in the Roots of Empathy 
program during the 2008-09 
year. The program brings 
babies into elementary and 
junior high school classes to 
teach students how to care 
for others. 

“The core of the program 
is to teach them to be more 
empathic (and) to read the 
other person,” said Susan 
Venn, the program’s co-or¬ 
dinator for HRM. “The baby 
teaches them to do that.” 

Karen Keats was at yester¬ 
day’s celebration with her 
10-month-old daughter, So¬ 
phie Williams. She and So¬ 
phie visited a Grade 3 class 
at Due d’Anville Elementary 
School in Clayton Park this 
past school year. 



Sophie sat on Keats’ lap 
while she talked about her 
experiences with the pro¬ 
gram. They first entered the 
classroom when Sophie was 
six weeks old. While some 
of the students were a little 
standoffish at first, Keats 
said they all became en¬ 
thralled with their tiny 
teacher through the year. 

“The second last time we 
were there they gave her a 
book of nursery rhymes and 
some kids made their own 
nursery rhymes about So¬ 
phie,” she said. “It was so 
beautiful. 

“I think for the students 
it really teaches them about 
caring for other people ... 
(and) other people’s per¬ 
spectives,” Keats said, 
adding the students learn 
about child development. 

The program has been 
spreading worldwide. It’s 
established in New Zealand, 
the United States and the 
Isle of Man, according to the 
Roots of Empathy website. 

Venn is hoping it will con¬ 
tinue to spread in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. “Now we’ve blossomed 
and we’re going to blossom 
in the Valley and the South 
Shore too,” she said. “Hope¬ 
fully (it will spread) every¬ 
where.”

Exhibit illustrates slave trade's place in Maritime history

The Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic unveiled its lat¬ 
est exhibit yesterday, mark¬ 
ing the place of the slave 
trade in Maritime history in 
time for the upcoming 
175th anniversary of aboli¬ 
tion in Canada. 

John Hennigar-Shuh, the 
museum’s manager of de¬ 
velopment and partner¬ 
ships, said On the Road 
North: Black Canada and 
the Journey to Freedom is 
an exhibit that “tells the sto¬ 
ry of successive movements 
out of slavery in the (United)

States and into Canada.” 

“There was for years a 
sense that the Maritime her¬ 
itage of this province was 


owned by old white guys 
with beards,” Hennigar- 
Shuh said. 

“This exhibit helps us to 


underline for everyone who 
comes here that our history 
is diverse and marvellously 
complex, and is something 
that belongs to all of us.” 

An exhibit highlight is a 
“freedom quilt” loaned to 
the museum by the North 
Preston Senior Citizens’ 
Club. Alvira Cain, president 
of the club, said the quilt 
took 20 people over a year 
to complete. She said the 
project was one way in 
which her group is “trying 
to keep our stories alive 
from our older ancestors.” 

“Everything that we make 
has history to it,” Cain said. 
“What we learned from our 
own ancestors, now we’re

teaching our young ones, so 
it will never fade away.” 

Cain, who is descended 
from the black loyalists who 
originally settled in the Pre¬ 
ston area, said four sailing 
ships depicted in the quilt 
represent the vessels that 
brought her ancestors to 
freedom in Nova Scotia. 


The big top will 
visit province 
despite animal 
groups' protest 

circus The show will go 
on, the Natural Resources 
Department said yesterday 
of a travelling circus that’s 
making its way through 
Nova Scotia. 

Department representa¬ 
tives conducted an inspec¬ 
tion of Cirque Estival dur¬ 
ing its stop Saturday in 
New Glasgow, along with a 
veterinarian from the 
Agriculture Department 
and an investigator with 
the Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. 

Julie Towers, the depart¬ 
ment’s director of wildlife, 
said the inspection team 
“identified a few things 
that they asked the circus 
to address, which they did 
right then and there,” 
such as providing shade 
and privacy covers for 
some animals. 

“In some cases, it’s docu¬ 
mentation that the circus 
is to gather and provide 
back to us,” Towers said. 
“There will also be a 
followup inspection.” 

For now, Cirque Estival 
is allowed to continue its 
tour across the province, 
she said. 

The Nova Scotia SPCA 
initially complained to the 
province about the circus 
using a 45-year-old 
elephant in its show, but is 
now asking for it to be 
stopped altogether, claim¬ 
ing Saturday’s inspection 
revealed 11 more circus 
standard violations. 

“This circus is demon¬ 
strating widespread 
substandard welfare prac¬ 
tices,” SPCA president 
Sean Kelly said in a 
release. “We are publicly 
demanding an immediate 
revocation of this circus’s 
permit.” He said 
infractions include lack of 
stimulation and inade¬ 
quate shelter for some 
species, as well as an 
unsafe distance between 
animals and spectators. 

Towers said the provin¬ 
cial department agreed 
with half of the violations 
cited, adding some are 
open for interpretation.

Flaherty says economic recovery may be on its way 


Global economic recovery 
may be on its way, and cer¬ 
tainly in Canada people 
are loosening their purse 
strings again, Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty said 
yesterday. 

He also said the federal 
government’s budget 
deficit now looks to be 
“slightly more” than $50 
billion this fiscal year, but 
most of it is one-time 
spending, such as stimulus 
initiatives and aid for the 
automotive industry, and 
not a structural shortfall. 

Flaherty’s remarks on an 
economic recovery echoed 
those of others who are 
seeing “green shoots,” and 
he spoke of improvements 
in financial markets. 


Housing starts up 

• As an indication of hous¬ 
ing demand, Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp said 
yesterday that housing 
starts had risen 9-2 per cent 
in May to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed annual rate of 
128,400 units, and should 
grow this year and in 2010. 

“The global recession be¬ 
gan in financial markets. 
These positive signs in fi¬ 
nancial markets give us 
cause for cautious opti¬ 
mism that a global eco¬ 
nomic recovery may not be 
far behind,” he told re¬ 
porters. 

In Canada, Flaherty said 


he saw increases in de¬ 
mand for new housing. “I 
think people are respond¬ 
ing to the fact that mort¬ 
gage rates are low,” he 
said, noting that rates are 
at their lowest level since 
the Second World War. 

“What I see in the Cana¬ 
dian economy is some indi¬ 
cations of stabilization and 
some positive indications 
about people being willing 
to spend again,” Flaherty 
said. “I know, just in terms 
of personal household in¬ 
frastructure, we have had a 
huge response to the home 
renovation tax credit. We 
know that it’s out there 
working in the economy 
and that people are spend¬ 
ing the money.” reuters 


Isotope crisis 'sexy/ says Tory MP 


recording Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Lisa Raitt 
calls the medical isotope

Raitt made the com¬ 
ments to her then-aide, Jas¬ 
mine MacDonnell, who ap¬ 
pears to have inadvertently 
recorded the conversation, 
the Halifax Chronicle-Her¬ 
ald reported. 


In the recording, Raitt 
and MacDonnell discuss 
their unsuccessful efforts 
to get Agluklcaq to con¬ 
tribute a quote to a news 
release on the isotope cri¬ 
sis. 

“You know what? Good. 
Because when we win on 
this, we get all the credit. 
I’m ready to roll the dice 
on this,” Raitt says in a 
recording. 

The recording was made 
not long after a heavy wa¬ 
ter leak at the Chalk River, 
Ont., nuclear reactor, the 


newspaper reported. In an¬ 
other excerpt, MacDonnell 
says the isotope issue is 
hard to control, “because 
it’s confusing to a lot of 
people.” 

“But it’s sexy,” says Raitt. 
“Radioactive leaks. Can¬ 
cer.” 

“Nuclear contamina¬ 
tion,” says Ms. MacDonnell. 

“But it’s only about mon¬ 
ey,” says Ms. Raitt. 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice nevertheless reiterated 
its confidence in Raitt last

Many were hoping the PM 
would turn to the steady Jim 
Prentice to take over finance. 
It would have positioned 
him as the Harper heir ap¬ 
parent. But Flaherty is safe 
and Prentice will be left 
holding the bag in the envi¬ 
ronment portfolio where the 
government’s foot-dragging 
on a carbon emissions 
regime has become embar¬ 
rassing. 

For the prime minister to 
move Flaherty now would be 
an admission of failed eco¬ 
nomic management. That’s 
the case the Liberals have 
been trying to make. It will 
become harder as time 
moves on.

Time to boost Canadian literacy rates 



It’s hard to talk about the 
skills shortage at a time 
when people are losing 
their jobs. But the evidence 
is clear, in spite of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, that the 
combination of our aging 
population and reduced 
fertility rates means Cana¬ 
da is facing an acute skills 
shortages. 

Investing in education, 
at all levels, remains fun¬ 
damental to our future 
economic prosperity. At¬ 
tention has been focused 
on the fact that Canada 
ranks lower than other 
countries at the highest 
levels of skills attainment, 
producing fewer PhDs and 
graduates in sciences, busi¬ 
ness and engineering. 
However, the strongest de¬ 
terminant of our prosperi¬ 


ty as a nation is rates of lit¬ 
eracy. 

Just more than a year 
ago, a report, Literacy Mat¬ 
ters, by TD Financial 
Group estimated the Cana¬ 
dian economy could enjoy 
a $32-billion boost if litera¬ 
cy rates were improved by 
only one per cent. 

Statistics Canada reports 
that more than seven mil¬ 
lion Canadian adults can 
barely read and compre¬ 
hend simple 
printed ma¬ 
terials, and 
more than 
25 per cent 
of Canadian 
high school 
graduates 
lack the liter¬ 
acy skills 
needed for 
entry level 
jobs. 

High 
school 

dropouts or 
graduates 


with minimal skills — im¬ 
migrants, particularly 
women; people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities; aboriginal 
people; and francophones 
— have lower than average 
rates. Many develop coping 
skills to mask their inabili¬ 
ty to read. 

Often, illiteracy creates a 
vicious cycle of poverty 
and underachievement. 
Parents who cannot read 
to their children cannot 
help them with their 
homework or as easily in¬ 
spire them to achieve. If 
you are not literate enough 
to use simple manuals, 
you probably can’t 
use the Internet 
and you most 
certainly are 
not going to 
be part of the 
“new” econo¬ 
my. Illiteracy 
also carries 
significant so¬ 
cial costs and 
is associated 


with poorer health and 
higher rates of crime. 

The costs of investing in 
education are dwarfed by 
the costs of illiteracy. 

Like my university col¬ 
leagues, I want invest¬ 
ments in research and in 
graduate programs. But we 
must lay a solid foundation 
in addressing basic skills 
for all Canadians. It is not 
simply a matter of develop¬ 
ing the “pipeline” to high¬ 
er education or of equality 
and social justice, it is 
founded on a solid busi¬ 
ness case and our prosperi¬ 
ty depends on it. 

As Literacy Matters; A 
Call For Action notes; “It is 
hard to identify any other 
single issue that can have 
such a large payoff to indi¬ 
viduals, the economy and 
society than literacy.”

Quinn itching for NHL return

After a seven-year stint as 
head coach of the Toronto 
Maple Leafs, Pat Quinn 
thought about retirement.

Quinn went on to coach 
Canada to gold medals at 
the 2008 world under-18 
hockey championships in 
Kazan, Russia, and the 
2009 world junior hockey 
championships in Ottawa. 

“He’s one of those 
coaches that just sort of 
stands out,” said L.A. Kings 
prospect Thomas Hickey, 
Team Canada’s captain in 


Ottawa. “He’s a very high 
pedigree and he’s very 
well respected so it was 
neat to be one of his play¬ 
ers.” 

With assistance from as¬ 
sociate coach Tom Renney, 
Quinn is looking forward 
to getting the most out of 
Edmonton’s young talent. 

“We’re going to spend 
our next two months, 
three months deciding on 
a system of play that can 
help our guys be the best 
they can be,” said the 66- 
year-old bench boss, who 
won the Jack Adams 
Award as the NHL’s top 
coach in both 1980 with 
the Philadelphia Flyers 
and in 1992 with the Van¬ 
couver Canucks.

Canadian female athletes 
can still benefit from a law 
enacted in the United 
States way back in 1972. 


Known as Title IX, the 
landmark legislation 

banned sex discrimination 
in schools, whether it be in 
academics or athletics. 

The legislation helped to 
open up doors for female 
athletes to receive equal 


amounts of scholarship dol¬ 
lars as their male counter¬ 
parts. 

“It’s a great way to devel¬ 
op women’s sports,” said 
Calgarian Carla MacLeod, 
who attended the Universi¬ 
ty of Wisconsin on an ath¬ 


letic scholarship from 2001- 
OS. A veteran member of 
Canada’s National Women’s 
Hockey Team, MacLeod en¬ 
joyed getting an opportuni¬ 
ty to play for the Wisconsin 
Badgers while attending 
school. 


If it wasn’t for Title IX, 
Joan Lettman would have 
never attended Murray 
State University and run 
track for the Racers.

town of Murray, Ken., but 
that she’s glad she did it.

Skills, success linked 

More turning to professional development to get ahead

As business continues to 
move faster, more people 
and companies are invest¬ 
ing in professional devel¬ 
opment training to ensure 
critical skills keep pace 
with the speed of change. 

Professional develop¬ 
ment, sometimes consid¬ 
ered the sole domain of 
higher-ups and big-wigs in 
corner offices, is becoming 
increasingly relevant — 
and crucial — in a business 
environment where more 
young people are being 
promoted to supervisory 
positions than ever before 
and specialized skills take 
centre stage in the work¬ 


ing world. Examples of 
professional development 
include mentorship and 
apprenticeship programs, 
leadership training and 
learning or improving 
work-related skills that can 
take your skills to the next 
level or help you excel in a 
new, challenging position. 

Barbara Dickson, direc¬ 
tor of custom programs for 
executive development at 
Queen’s University in 
Kingston, Ont., says people 
are realizing that increased 
success in the workplace is 
not only a result of work¬ 
ing harder, but working 
better as well. 

“There’s a direct correla¬ 
tion between personal im¬ 
provement and results — 
there are functional things 


you can teach to boost 
skills,” she said. 

Dickson says more peo¬ 
ple are taking professional 
development studies proac¬ 
tively to make themselves 
more marketable to poten¬ 
tial employers in a measur¬ 
able way and to show they 
excel in a wide range of 
skills, since multi-tasking is 
key in today’s business cli¬ 
mate. 

“Traditional hierarchies 
are no longer effective in 
achieving results — busi¬ 
nesses need collaboration 
to succeed,” Dickson said. 

Gord Vaxvick, a continu¬ 
ing education consultant at 
the Saskatchewan Institute 
of Applied Science and 
Technology (SIAST), says 
that professional develop¬ 


ment courses focusing on 
supervisory training are in 
particularly high demand. 

Changing business and 
social climates have made 
proper management train¬ 
ing even more crucial, he 
says, because today’s em¬ 
ployees demand a more 
constructive style of man¬ 
agement that is less about 
commanding people and 
more about motivating 
them to excel. 

“I think that employees’ 
expectations have changed 
as well — supervision is no 
longer just about barking 
orders and being obeyed, 
it’s a matter of using inter¬ 
personal skills to influence 
employees to do what is 
best for the company,” he 
said. 



Examples of professional development include leadership train¬ 
ing, and mentorship and apprenticeship programs. 


In trade and business 
fields, Vaxvick is seeing a 
sharp increase in the level 
of responsibilities young 
people are being tasked 
with taking on, resulting 
in a need for management 
training. 

“Most people are pro¬ 


moted to a supervisory po¬ 
sition because they have 
strong technical skills — 
it’s assumed they have 
strong interpersonal skills 
as well. That’s why coach¬ 
ing and mentoring is 
increasingly important,” 
Vaxvick said.

Saint Mary’s University is 
gearing up for its fundraiser 
for single parents, hoping 
to gather life-changing cash 
for struggling students.

Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity student Angel East¬ 
man is working the perfect 
summer job. 

Since May, Eastman has 
been working alongside a 
psychology professor study¬ 
ing how emotional experi¬ 
ences affect one’s memory. 
This will continue until the 
end of August. 

The third-year 
honours bachelor 
of science student 
earned this oppor¬ 
tunity because 
she’s the winner of 
the Jeanne Sauve 
Research Assistant- 
ship for Women in Science 
award. The summer assist- 
antship mentors and en¬ 
courages a promising fe¬ 
male student who is study¬ 
ing science and technology. 

Eastman is thrilled about 
the opportunity, but she 
can’t say too much about 
the experiment because it is 
ongoing. 

But she will say there are 
lots of real-world implica¬ 
tions for the experiment in 
forensics and eyewitness 
testimony, such as how 
good an eyewitness’s mem¬ 
ory is depending on an 
emotional event. “We’ve 
been seeing a lot of incor¬ 
rect responses,” she says. 

Eastman says the experi¬ 
ence will be very helpful for 
her. “It almost gives me a 


leg up,” she says. 

Working on an experi¬ 
ment and conducting re¬ 
search will help her prepare 
for future courses and it will 
also beef up her resume. “As 
a student when you work, 
you want to have some¬ 
thing that you can put on 
your resume or your CV to 
make it look good,” says the 
psychology major who is al¬ 
so minoring in biology. 

The 30-year-old is also a 
mature student who 
decided to go back to 
school three years ago 
when she moved here 
from Ontario.

magine, at age 42, fi¬ 
nally meeting the son 
you gave up for adop¬ 
tion at age 16 and 
finding yourself sexu¬ 
ally attracted to him. 

Yes, disturbing. But Ge¬ 
netic Sexual Attraction 
(GSA), that is, being sexu¬ 
ally attracted to a biologi¬ 
cal relative you’ve never 
met because you were 
separated through adop¬ 
tion, is more common 
than you might think. 

Given that on June 1, 
Ontario became the fifth 
province to open its adop¬ 
tion records (Nova Scotia 
has not yet taken this 
step) — making it easier 
for adopted adults and 
birth parents to find each 
other — some feel there 
is a need for greater edu¬ 
cation and support sur¬ 
rounding GSA. 

Little has been studied 
about GSA but one study 
out of England concluded 
that sexual attraction was 
a normal response when 
blood relatives met as 


strangers. The study’s par¬ 
ticipants described emo¬ 
tionally charged meetings 
and the shock of familiar¬ 
ity as they noticed the 
same interests, traits and 
mannerisms in their rela¬ 
tive. Many described it as 
feeling like they were 
looking into a mirror. 

Barbara Gonyo, the 
woman referred to in the 
opening of this column 
and author of I’m His 
Mother, But He’s Not My 
Son (geneticsexualattrac- 
tion.com), believes there 
is a natural curiosity and 
need to know your birth 
relatives and what traits 
you share. “When contact 
is made, these emotions 
come to a head along 
with a need for the inti¬ 
macy removed by the sep¬ 
aration.” And because 
there isn’t the sexual 
taboo that usually devel¬ 
ops within a family that 
grows up together, the in¬ 
tensity of these feelings 
often become sexualized. 

By being educated 
about GSA, says Gonyo, 
the birth relative and the 
adoptee might be able to 
handle any potential sex¬ 
ual feelings and avoid act¬ 
ing on them until they 
subside and the relation¬ 
ship eventually normal¬ 
izes. 

In some cases, if they 


have acted on them, edu¬ 
cating themselves about 
GSA can help deal with 
the psychological effects 
of this and allow a 
healthy non-sexual rela¬ 
tionship to develop. 

Gonyo is happy to hear 
that Ontario is opening 
its adoption records, in 
part because she feels 
that the secrecy surround¬ 
ing adoption contributes 
to the stigma people suf¬ 
fer when they experience 
GSA. “If all adoptions be¬ 
come open from the be¬ 


ginning and having an 
adoptive family while still 
knowing your birth fami¬ 
ly is a given, then it all be¬ 
comes more normal.”

Despite his nickname, The 
Offspring's guitarist Kevin 
“Noodles” Wasserman 
says he's no riff-shredding 
headbanger. 

Reached a couple days be¬ 
fore the start of the band’s 
tour to support last year’s 
Rise and Fall, Rage and 
Grace, Wasserman said the 
band’s connection to famed 
Metallica and Motley Criie 
producer (and Canadian) 
Bob Rock wasn’t because 
they always hoped to work 
with the man who helped 
craft those epic guitar 
sounds. 

In fact, Wasserman’s in¬ 
troduction to the genre 
came by accident, via a cov¬ 
er song. 

“None of us were into 
metal early on. I always 
loved Paranoid by Black 
Sabbath — that was one of 
the few (metal songs) I got 
into,” he said. “But I always 
thought that it was a Dick¬ 
ies song, at least until I 
played the record for some 
friends and they said it was 


Black Sabbath.” 

Despite Wasserman’s de¬ 
nials, the guitar intros to 
Hammerhead or A Lot Like 
Me sound less like those 
Southern California punk 
legends than Roclc-pro- 
duced Metallica. When 
pushed, he says the better 
he gets at guitar, the more 


he appreciates the fretwork 
of players like Van Halen, 
and AC/DC’s three-chord as¬ 
sault — an influence that 
can be heard in much of 
The Offspring catalogue, 
which has long merged 
punk energy and attitude 
with metal’s heavy riffs. 

“None of us are really 


metalheads, but we do ap¬ 
preciate bits and pieces of 
it,” said Wasserman. 
“Metallica is a great band ... 
and the guitar playing on 
the Black Album is great, in 
terms of in your face shred¬ 
ding. (But) I like a good 
song first, and a good shred 
second — no excessive

shredding.” 

Returning to the Diclcies- 
Metallica dichotomy, The 
Offspring do focus their 
lyrical content more on So- 
Cal punk. Despite pushing 
their fourth decade on 
earth, the band members 
continues writing songs 
about — and aimed at — 
the youth audience. Asked 
what it is about the young¬ 
sters that so inspires the 
Offspring, Wasserman said 
it’s because that’s who 
their peers are. 

“We’ve never had to get a 
real job, and for the last 14 
years we’ve been able to 
tour the country, drink 
beer and have fun,” he said. 
(A young audience) isn’t 
something we think about 
in terms of targeting our 
songs, it’s just who we are, 
and what we watch on TV. 
We grew up listening to 
that kind of music, and that 
feeling in music, so we 
keep coming back to it.”

David Carra¬ 
dine’s death

Police refused to give 
further details about their 
investigation into the 72- 
year-old actor’s mysterious 
death, amid intense media 
speculation about causes 
ranging from suicide to 
murder via accidental au¬ 
toerotic asphyxiation. 

“We are still investigat¬ 
ing but we will not make 
any assumptions about his 
death until we have gath¬ 
ered all the facts,” the 
deputy Bangkok police 
chief, Lieutenant-General 
Amnoy Nimmino, told a 
news conference. 

“We have to wait for the 
toxicology reports, the re¬ 
sult of the autopsy and 
forensic evidence. We will 
know everything in one

Gran Torino 

Director: Clint Eastwood 
THE DURABLE Clint East- 
wood transforms a stereo¬ 
typical racist into a fully 
realized character in what 
many people think should 
have been called Dirty 
Harry VI. It’s a thoughtful 
work that continues the 
actor/director’s late-career 
surge. 

In truth, it’s more in 
line with Unforgiven, the 
understated 1992 western 
that won Eastwood Oscars 
for Best Picture and Best 
Director. There’s a similar 
theme of reconciling past 
deeds and paying the toll 
that violence exacts, along 
with a shared economy of 
lensing and dialogue. 

Eastwood plays Walt 
Kowalski, a widowed Ko¬ 
rean War vet and retired 
Ford factory worker in 
suburban Detroit whose 
grim outlook on life has 
suddenly become a lot 
greyer. His family and 
neighbours won’t get out 
of his face and off his lawn. 

Walt’s dragged into 
neighbourhood drama 
when a gang of hoodlums 
starts bullying the 
youngest of his new next- 



door neighbours — and 
that’s where the Dirty 
Harry analogies come in. 

The outcome of Gran 
Torino upends expecta¬ 
tions, yet it makes perfect 
sense and turns the film 
into a parable for modern 
times. No tumbleweeds 
roll down Walt Kowalski’s 
street, but this is every 
inch a western set on con¬ 
crete plains. 

The extras are as lean as 
Eastwood, the highlights 
being featurettes that cel¬ 
ebrate the Gran Torino car 
and Clint’s love of Detroit 
metal.

Sugar Ray returns 

Pop-rock outfit back in ring as indie act 


“I know people aren’t sitting on the edge 
of their seats waiting for a Sugar Ray 
record. But that wasn’t the point.” 

Sugar Ray lead singer Mark McGrath 


Mark McGrath, the lead 
singer of Sugar Ray and 
former host of the celebri¬ 
ty news show Extra, has 
often employed an old po¬ 
litical tactic for his career: 
Set expectations low so 
success seems all the 
sweeter. 

The self-deprecating atti¬ 
tude served him and his 
band well. He has joked 
about his looks, voice, pe¬ 
nis and fleeting fame — 
one album was called 
14:59, just short of the 15 
minutes Andy Warhol fa¬ 
mously described — while 
the band’s steady stream 
of reggae-tinged mid-’90s 
radio hits sold more than 5 
million albums, and made 
McGrath a star. 

So when the band an¬ 
nounced in April that it re¬ 
grouped in a Los Angeles 
recording studio, made a 
new album (Music for 
Cougars) and was ready to 
head back out on the road 
for another turn in the 
spotlight, McGrath was 
quick to acknowledge that 
many would wonder why. 
“I know people aren’t sit¬ 
ting on the edge of their 
seats waiting for a Sugar 
Ray record,” he says. “But 
that wasn’t the point.” 

Contrary to popular per¬ 
ception, Sugar Ray never 
broke up. The childhood 
friends from Newport 
Beach, Calif., moved from 
rap-punlc to power-pop 


and from broke unknowns 
to platinum-sellers over 
the course of five albums 
on Atlantic. 

But by 2003, the writing 
was on the wall for bands 
like Sugar Ray, and that 
year the group’s In the Pur¬ 
suit of Leisure album — an 
attempted reinvention 
that included several songs 
produced by the Neptune s 
— flopped. McGrath took 
the TV job, and the rest of 
the guys went back to the 
beach. They would recon¬ 
vene every year for a few 
corporate gigs, state-fair- 
type concerts and an occa¬ 
sional soundtrack song, 
but Sugar Ray was on the 
back burner. Atlantic 
dropped the act in 2006. 

When McGrath’s con¬ 
tract with Extra was about 
to expire, he, the band and 
longtime manager Chip 
Quigley began plotting 
Sugar Ray’s return. Jason 
Bernard, a producer and 
friend whose Pulse Studios 
encompasses a studio, pub¬ 
lishing company and 
record label, was eager to 
cut a deal. 

“We realized there are 
bands out there in the 
world that major labels 


were turning their heads 
on,” says Bernard, who last 
year brought alternative 
rock band Filter out of re¬ 
tirement. “We can make 
world-class records for 
pennies on the dollar with 
our sweat equity.” 

The resulting Cougars 
marks a return to the for¬ 
mula that made 1997’s Fly 
a radio staple. The first sin¬ 
gle, Boardwalk, is a sunny, 
unmistakably Sugar Ray 
song. Other cuts include 
the uptempo dance track 
She’s Got The ... (Woo- 
Hoo), the midtempo ro¬ 
mancer Love Is the Answer 
and the reggae-influenced 
remake of Eddie Hodges’ 
(Girls Girls Girls Are) Made 
to Love featuring Collie 
Buddz. 

“We were part of a busi¬ 
ness where you had a hit 
single and you sold 3 mil¬ 
lion records, but it’s differ¬ 
ent now,” Quigley says. 
“The real core of our busi¬ 
ness is the live arena, and 
for that you need songs on 
the radio. So we’re really 
going to try and get the 
song on radio and go out 
there touring this summer 
and show folks we’re still a 
great live band.” reuters

“We have a loud-mouthed, 
obnoxious Australian di¬ 
rector (Stephan Elliot) 
who’s kind of prodding us 
literally with his fingers 
on the set and (it’s) poking 
fun at the British really — 
that’s why I think its done 
so well in Europe, Aus¬ 
tralia and other countries 
where they love to hate us.

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Billy Elliot tops Tony Awards

Billy Elliot The Musical 
swept the top U.S. theater 
honours Sunday, winning 
10 Tony Awards for a 
Broadway season that de¬ 
fied a recession with 
record ticket sales. 

Billy Elliot is based on 
Oscar-nominated director 
Stephen Daldry’s 2000 film 
about a ballet-dancing 
schoolboy in a mining 
town in northern England. 
Elton John, who suggested 
the film be adapted for 
theater, wrote the music 
for the production. 

“We came here at a hard 
time economically, you 
opened your wallets and 
your hearts to us and we 
love you for it,” said John, 
one of Britain’s best- 
known musicians, whose 
hit songs include Candle in 
the Wind and Rocket Man. 

Billy Elliot was named 
best musical, and the three 
teenage actors who play 
the title role — Canadian 
David Alvarez, Trent Kowa¬ 
lik and Kiril Kulish — were 
all named best actor in a 
musical, the first time 
three actors have shared 
the award. 

“We want to say to all 


the kids out there who 
might want to dance, nev¬ 
er give up,” Kulish said. 

Daldry, who won best 
musical director, said the 
boys were “three great 
gifts of Broadway” and that 
he was “blessed in the past 
10 years of my life to be 
working on Billy Elliot.’ 
The show has also played 
in Britain and Australia. 


Gregory Jbara won best 
featured actor in a musical 
for his role as Billy’s father 
and the show also won 
best book of a musical and 
scenic, lighting, sound and 
choreography awards. It 
tied with Next to Normal 
for best orchestration. 

Alice Ripley was named 
best actress in a musical for 
her role as a bipolar subur¬ 


ban housewife in Next to 
Normal, which also picked 
up best original score, beat¬ 
ing nominees including El¬ 
ton John and Lee Hall for 
Billy Elliot and Dolly Par- 
ton for 9 to 5: The Musical. 

Billy Elliot had matched 
the record number of Tony 
Award nominations set by 
The Producers in 2001, 
picking up 15 nods. The

Producers went on to win a 
record 12 awards. 

Hair, the new produc¬ 
tion of the groundbreaking 
1960s musical, won the 
Tony for best revival of a 
musical.
